How Councilmen View the Gife,

Various labor organizations have within
the past three days passed strong resolu-
tions demanding that Councils tnke such ac-
tion, and it was stated yesterday thata
member of councils had already volunteered
to present a resclution to that efiect. An
effort was made to find out who the mem-
ber was and what the character of the pro-
posed resolution would be, but it proved
ineflectual. In visting wvarivus members of
Councils their opinions were asked as to the
probable fate of such a resolution,

Councilman John J. King is enthusiastic
in his support of the measure and says: “I
shall certainly vote to refund the money if
it is possible to do so. I am opposed to
raising monuments to Carnegie with money
that represents the sweat of the working-
men, It wonld only be erecting a mem-
orial to Camegie which the people
of Pittsburg will literally bave to take care
of, while he will get all the glory of it

The events at Homestead Justify us in re- |

turning the money. The diiferences be-
tween capital and labor should be settled in
a business-like way, and not by shooting
men down, There is no excuse for bringing
Pinkertons to Homestead and Carnegie de-
serves this rebuke,

King Wants the Money Retarned.

“The library is to be located in Schenley
Park where it will be out of the way of the
working people, and those whom it would
most benefit would not be able to awail
themeelves of it. It would be a good busi-
ness move to give the money back, becanse
the city eaonot mow really afford to give
ihe money to k it up. It is more
needed irotherdirevtions, ™’

“I heartily indorse the action of these
workingmen,” said Councilman James Me-
Hugh. *“In 20 yvears the city will have as
much money invested in the library as Car-
negie, vet the city will get no credit for it
1 say give it back and in time some one who
is really philanthropie will give us a
Jibrary. If otherwise we eould appropriate
each year the money it would eost to main-
tain the one offered, and in 20 vears we
could bmild a library that belonged to the
people and it would not be an advertise-
went tor any particalar man.”

Couneilman Donghue spoke in the same
strain, and said be was willing that the city
should return the money. He did not be-
lieve in building monuments with money
made by cutting down wages of working-
mei.

Beavond the Power of Coaneils,

Councilman W, A. Magee, a member of
the Library Commission, took a diflerent
view of the matter, and =aid he doubted
whether Councils had power to return the
money. Said be: “Councils no longer has
control of the money. It is in the hands
of the Library Commission and Councils
has signed & ocontract to give $40.-
000 & wear.  We cannot bresk the
contract and as Mr. Carnegie controls
the board, they.will not. They ean build
the librare; shd" if the ecity does not
up they can go into court, mandamus the
controller, snd compel him to pay the
monery,

“It is not a question that should be set-
tied just now any way. The entire gift for
the library wsod the  endowment
for an art gallery and musenm
smonnts {0 about  §2,100,000. No
matter how Mr. Carnegie got this money,
bhe bas it. If it belongs to the working
E:op’le this is a good Wiy of getting it

ck, avd why not take it.”

John 8. Lambie, slso a member of the
commission, said:

Might Kepeal the Ordinance,

“I doubt whether the agreement with the
Library Commission can be called s con-
treci.  Councils could repeal its ordinanes
ot acceptance, but I don’t know just what
effect that would have.

“At all events I doubt whether it is advis-
able at this time totake hasty notion. There
is too much fuiinf just now and this matter
should be done deliberately. . The money is
now in thie hands of Mr. Frick as secretary
ot the commission."”

Select Councilman Johm Laughran, of the
Thirty-tnird ward, said that he had not
given the matter any thought and was not
prepared to say what he would do.  ““The
sentiment I have heard exprassd,” he gaid,
**is arainst receiving the gift,but as to what
1 think, will require some deliberation.”

Counciiman William Nolden, ot the
Thirtieth ward, said: “The iden of erectin
a million-dollar monument to Ol.rneqin I'iﬁ
be u blot on this community torever.”

Common Councilman Russell and
O'Donnell were both backward about dis-
cossing the subject, prefering to think it
over before saying what they wounld dao,
Mr. O'Donnell’s manner ted that he
was not hostile to such a resolution thoogh
he would not talk for publieation.

Mayor Gourley also declined to talk but
in response to the direct guestion, “Would
vou sign the resolution it Counocils passed
1?7 he answered, *‘I believe I would. ™

Despite the fact that Homestead's post-
master isa firm believer in the Bunday
closing law and reliziously relrains from
distributiog soy mail on the first day of
the week, Mr. Hugh O'Donnell material-
ized at the official press bureau at enrly even-
tide yesterday, literally loaded down with
letters and official looking documents. After
exchanging the conventional courtesies of
the day with the assembled scribes, Mr
O'Daonnell, who wore a white cravat and a
ministerial air, deposited his burden on one
of the marble-top tables, and prefaced his
remarks with the age-stained announce-
ment that the situation remained unchanged
and that there was really “nothing new."

“T have, however,” continusd O'Donngll,
“s mumbet of letters and telegrams which I
propose to read to you."

1 Washlugton Lawyer's Suzgestion,

One letter was from Horace L. Stiles, a
lawyer of Washington, D. C., urging that
“The Advisory Committee reorganizse,
legally incorporate aad then, filing a bill in
equity, claim s legal lien upon the com-
pany’s proparty.’” - ““As you-are in possess-
ion," says the letter, *“the ecompany could
uot eject you as summarily as they sesm
disposed todn. Let your committee sn-
pounce that your possession is under ocolor
of title and demand of the Sheriff that he
show legal warrant for your dispossession.
Get the best legal ent of Pittaburg,
Harrisburg and Philadelphia, and give
them @ battle royal and institute eriminal
process against Mr. Frick for murder and

treason. "’
Thia letter was read with considerable in-
terest, and at its conclusion Mr. O'D 1

stated as the Amalgamated Association was
represented by three of the leading lights
of the Allegheny county bar, the suggestion
would be reterred to them.

A New York Anarchist wrote a letter

could only be adjusted on the lines of eter-
nal fitness by 100 pounds of metal bein
tied to Manager Frick nnd that individu
cAst into the Mouongahels river.
